Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  sanitary  condition  of  this 
district  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1909. 

Area,  336  acres  ;  Estimated  population  (middle  of  year),  9,420; 
Birth  rate,  33.33;  General  death  rate,  lo.Ol ;  Zymotic  death  rate, 
1.49;  Infant  mortality  rate  (per  1,000  births),  121.02;  Phthisis 
death  rate,  1.27;  Death  rate  from  respiratory  diseases,  2.02. 

The  following  rate,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  lias 
increased Phthisis  death  rate  by  0.52.  The  following  rates  have 
decreased Birth  rate  by  3.22;  General  death  rate,  2.25;  Zymotic 
death  rate,  0.68;  Infant  mortality  rate  (per  1,000  births),  24. 08, 
Death  rate  from  respiratory  diseases,  1.34. 

POPULATION. 

As  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  (middle  of  year)  was  2,005, 
I  have  estimated  the  population  at  9,420. 

BIRTHS. 

The  births  for  the  year  number  314  (162  boys,  152  girls),  equal 
to  a  birth  rate  of  33.33,  as  against  36.55  for  1908,  and  24.8  for  1909 
for  the  English  urban  districts. 


MORTALITY. 

General  Mortality —The  corrected  number  of  deaths  (obtained 
by  adding  to  the  registered  number  ten  deaths  of  residents  occurring 
outside  the  district)  was  130  (68  males,  62  females).  This  gives  a 
death  rate  of  13.91  per  1,000.  The  following  table  compares  the 
death  rates  for  the  previous  ten  years  with  those  of  the  English 
urban  districts : —

It  will  be  seen  that  the  death  rate  which  was  20.0  in  1899  and 
2  per  1,000  above  that  of  the  English  urban  districts  has  gradually 
during  the  ten  years,  with  a  few  fluctuations,  decreased  until  this 
year  1909  it  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  urban  districts,  this  rate, 
according  to  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Registrar-General,  being  the 
lowest  on  record. 

At  the  end  of  this  report  will  be  found  several  tables  in  which 
the  deaths  are  classified  according  to  ages,  diseases,  localities,  etc. 

Infant  Mortality. — Measured  by  the  proportion  of  deaths  under 
one  year  to  births  registered  was  121.  Taking  the  mean  of  the  ten 
years  1899  to  1908  we  get  a  rate  of  154.  This  means  that  on  an 
average  of  every  100  children  born  in  this  district  15  die  before  they 
are  one  year  old. 

Mortality  from  seven  principal  Zymotic  Diseases. — These  diseases 
which  include  Smallpox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria 
(including  Membranous  Croup),  Whooping-cough,  Fevers  and 
Diarrhoea  (including  Enteritis  in  children  under  one  year)  have 
caused  14  deaths.  The  Zymotic  death  rate  for  the  year  is,  therefore, 
1.49  as  against  2.17  for  1908,  the  rate  for  the  English  urban  districts 
being  1*08.  Measles  caused  3  deaths,  Whooping-cough  2,  Diphtheria 
2,  Diarrhoea  7.

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Mortality  from  Phthisis. — This  disease  caused  12  deaths,  being 
a  rate  of  1.27  per  1,000. 

Mortality  from  Respiratory  Diseases. — These  diseases,  which 
include  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  Pleurisy,  Croup  (non-membranous), 
caused  19  deaths,  being  a  rate  of  2.02  per  1,000. 

Mortality  and  Annual  Death  rates  per  1,000  classified  according 
to  Localities: — See  Table  II.  at  the  end  of  this  report.  From  this 
table  it  will  be  seen  that  taking  the  average  of  the  last  ten  years 
the  following  streets  have  the  highest  death  rates  (above  18  per 
1,000): — Brunton  Street,  Chapel  Street,  Dock  Street,  Church  Street, 
Tyne  View  Terrace,  Bewicke  Street,  Stephenson  Street,  Tyne  Street, 
Carlyle  Street,  Potter  Street  and  Hodgson  Street,  and  the  lowest 
(under  13  per  1,000)  in  Cumberland  Street,  Gladstone  Street,  West¬ 
morland  Avenue,  Clavering  Street,  Norman  Terrace,  Bewicke  Road, 
Armstrong  Road,  Argyll  Street,  Crawford  Street,  St.  Mary’s 
Terrace,  Parker  Terrace,  Northumberland  Avenue,  and  Northum¬ 
berland  Terrace. 

CASES  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Notifications. — Scarlet  Fever,  8  ;  Diphtheria  and  Membranous 
Croup,  13;  Erysipelas,  3 ;  total,  24;  of  these  9  were  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  being  37.5  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  of  cases. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Eight  cases  were  notified  (compared  with  18  in 
1908  and  28  in  1907).  They  were  distributed  as  follows  with  regard 
to  time  and  localities  :  —

Measles. — A  good  many  cases  occurred  during'  the  first  three 
months  of  the  year.  Three  fatal  cases. 

Whooping  Cough. — -This  disease  was  not  so  prevalent  as  in 
former  years.  A  few  cases  were  reported  to  me  during  the  months 
of  January,  February,  and  April,  and  also  a  few  towards  the  end  of 
the  vear.  Two  deaths  occurred. 

Influenza  was  slightly  prevalent  during  the  whole  of  the  year, 
with  the  exception  of  the  months  of  June,  July,  and  August.  One 
case  terminated  fatally. 

Diarrhoea  (including  Enteritis  in  children  under  one  year). — 
The  number  of  cases  was  smaller  than  usual  owing  to  the  coolness 
of  the  summer  and  autumn,  seven  deaths  being  caused  by  it. 

SANITARY  WORK. 

Scavenging .- — The  emptying  of  the  small  ash-closets  has,  as  a 
rule,  been  carried  out  in  a  satisfactory  manner  by  our  men,  but  I 
have  again  received  several  complaints  with  regard  to  the  large  ash¬ 
pits.  They  should  be  emptied  once  a  fortnight,  and  care  should  be 
taken  to  thoroughly  cleanse  the  street  after  the  night  soil  lias  been 
lifted  into  the  cart,  and  the  covers  which  are  provided  should  always 
be  used.  I  have  several  times  received  complaints  about  the 
scavengers’  carts  being  uncovered  and  spilling  ashes  and  rubbish  on 
the  street. 

Inspection  and  Nuisances. — The  Sanitary  Inspector  and  I  have 
made  several  house-to-house  inspections  during  the  course  of  the 
year.  Numerous  notices  (see  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report)  liave 
been  sent  to  owners  of  property,  to  abate  nuisances  and  to  repair 
defective  dwellings. 
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New  Buildings. — Owing  to  the  dulness  in  trade  comparatively 
few  houses  have  been  built  .during  the  year.  Most  of  the  houses  are 
still  built  on  the  “  flat ”  system,  and  I  find  it  necessary  to  repeat  the 
remarks  I  made  in  my  report  for  the  year  1903  on  this  subject,  viz.  : 
“  The  great  objection,  in  my  opinion,  in  this  system  is  the  small  size 
of  the  bedrooms.  This,  I  think,  is  a  great  mistake  ;  their  size  is  not 
even  sufficient  for  healthy  people,  as,  generally,  two  or  three  persons 
sleep  in  one  room,  and  in  the  event  of  sickness  it  is  impossible  to 
treat  patients  in  these  rooms  under  proper  conditions  with  regard 
to  temperature  and  ventilation,  and  the  medical  attendant  finds  it 
absolutely  necessary  to  recommend  the  removal  of  the  patient  to  the 
sitting-room.  This  causes  great  inconvenience,  especially  in  the 
case  of  infectious  sickness,  as  practically  all  the  furniture  has  to  be 
removed  in  order  to  convert  the  sitting-room  into  a  suitable  sick¬ 
room.  It  would  be  much  better  if  some  of  the  air-space  allotted 
to  the  kitchen  and  sitting-room  were  sacrificed  for  the  sake  of  larger 
bedrooms.  But  as  long  as  householders  do  not  protest  against  this 
condition  of  things,  as  long  as  they  do  not  shew  their  dissatisfaction 
in  a  practical  manner  by  avoiding  dwellings  of  this  description  alto¬ 
gether,  so  long  will  builders  continue  to  build  them.  It  is  to  be 
hoped,  however,  that  at  some  future  tiniei  it  will  be  found  practicable 
to  include  regulations  fixing  the  minimum  size  of  bedrooms  in  the 
existing  local  bye-laws. ” 

Keelman’s  Row. — Some  repairs  have  been  done  to  the  out¬ 
houses,  but  the  houses  themselves  are  still  in  the  same  condition. 
Many  of  the  back  rooms  are  damp  and,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  few  of 
them  are  used  as  dwelling  rooms. 

Ravensworth  Street. — There  is  only  one  large  ash-pit  in  this 
street,  and  a  notice  has  been  served  upon  the  owner  to  convert  it 
into  small  ash-closets. 

Headlam  Street. — In  this  street  five  large  asli-pits  have  been 
converted  into  ash -closets. 

Hodgson  Street. — -General  repairs  have  been  made  to  some  of 
the  houses,  and  one  large  ash-pit  abolished. 

In  Nelson  Street  and  Potter  Street  several  yards  have  been  re- 
cemented. 

Palmer’s  Terrace. — I  have  the  usual  complaint  to  make  about 
the  smallness  of  the  yards  in  the  block  of  houses  between  the  ballast 
hill  and  the  Alma  steps.  It  is  impossible  to  enlarge  these  at  the 
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back,  but  there  is  plenty  of  ground  in  the  front  of  the  houses,  where 
outhouses  could  be  built.  If  this  were  done  the  present  yards  could 
be  done  away  with  altogether. 

In  Stephenson  Street  in  the  houses  east  of  the  bridge  a  nuisance 
is  caused  by  the  large  quantity  of  gravel  and  sand  which  is  washed 
down  by  the  heavy  rains  from  the  ballast  hill  into  the  yards  below. 
It  would  be  well  if  the  Newcastle  Corporation  could  be  induced  to 
build  a  retaining  wall  similar  to  that  below  Palmer’s  Terrace. 

In  Tyne  Street  extensions  havei  been  made  to  the  Police  Station 
which  are  in  every  way  satisfactory  from  a  sanitary  point  of  view. 

Chapel  Street. — One  block  of  houses  has  been  closed  as  unfit  for 
habitation,  and  is  being  re-constructed  by  a  builder. 

New  Sewer. — A  new  sewer  has  been  laid  down  in  George  Street. 

Dailies ,  Cowsheds ,  Milhshops,  and  Slaughter  Houses. — These 
have  been  inspected  regularly  and  found  to  be  in  a  fairly  satisfactory 
condition,  with  the  exception  of  the  dairy  at  the  top  of  Ravensworth 
Street.  In  the  latter  we  found  that  only  about  400  cubic  feet  of  air¬ 
space  per  animal  was  provided  ;  a  notice  was  therefore  served  upon 
the  owner  to  make  the  necessary  alterations,  so  as  to  comply  with 
the  Regulations  with  regard  to  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops, 
which  fix  the  minimum  amount  of  air-spacei  at  800  cubic  feet. 

Water  Supply. — The  constant  service  from  thei  Newcastle  and 
Gateshead  Water  Company  has  been  good  throughout  the  whole  of 
the  year. 

Factories  and  I Vorkshops. — The  Sanitary  Inspector  and  I  have 
inspected  the  following  factories  and  workshops: — W.  T.  Weir’s 
joiners’  shop  ;  Tyne  Commissioners’  joiners’  shop  and  blacksmiths' 
shop;  Pochin’s  chemical  works,  joiners’  shop;  Cookson’s  anti¬ 
mony  works,  joiners’  shop,  blacksmiths’  shop,  and  coopers'  shop; 
Cookson’s  lead  and  desilverizing  wcrks,  joiners’  shop,  blacksmiths’ 
shop,  coopers’  shop,  and  fitting  shop ;  Potter’s  cement  works,  joiners’ 
shop,  and  blacksmiths’  shop  ;  Tyne  Iron  Shipbuilding  Co.’s  joiners’ 
shop,  plumbers’  shop,  and  riggers’  shop ;  Clelland’s  Slipway,  joiners’ 
shop,  and  plumbers’  shop;  Tharsis  Copper  Works,  joiners’  shop, 
blacksmiths’  shop,  and  plumbers’  shop  ;  Walker  and  Wallsend  new 
gasworks,  joiners’  shop;  Willington  Foundry,  moulders’  shop,  and 
pattern  shop;  Hood,  Haggle  &  Co.’s  ropeworks,  joiners’  shop, 
riggers’  shop,  and  blacksmiths’  shop  ;  R.  Smith,  Gladstone  Street, 
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bakehouse;  D.  Cooke,  2,  George  Street,  bakehouse;  Co-operative 
Society,  dressmakers’  shop  and  tailors’  shop;  Mrs.  Dixon,  Argyll 
Street,  dressmakers’  shop. 

We  found  in  all  cases  that  ample  air-space  was  supplied  for  the 
number  of  persons  employed.  We  also  inspected  the  sanitary  con¬ 
veniences  and  found  them,  with  one  exception  (in  which  a  notice 
was  served  upon  the  employer  of  a  joiners’  shop  to  improve  the 
ventilation  of  a  water-closet),  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  condition.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT. 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  report  for  1909. 

The  amount  of  town  refuse  dealt  with  during  the  year  amounts 
to  6,642  loads,  being:  — 

Butchers'  Refuse  ...  192  loads 

Street  Sweepings  ...  582  loads 

Ash  Refuse  ...  ...  6,336  loads,  that  being  476  loads  over 

last  year.  This  has  been  caused  by  an  inferior  coal  being  brought 
into  the  district. 

The  refuse  has  been  carted  to  Willington  Dene. 

We  have  now  1,210  box-closets,  being  an  increase  of  10. 

The  number  of  ashpits  is  now  46. 

All  refuse  is  carted  away  at  nights,  and  the  back  streets  at 
once  cleaned. 

Infectious  Diseases. — During  the  year  24  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  have  been  reported,  as  per  schedule  in  the  medical  officer’s 
report.  Of  this  number,  nine  cases  were  removed  to  the  Joint  Fever 
Hospital,  and  all  the  houses  thoroughly  disinfected. 

Inspections  ivitli  the  Medical  Officer. — We  make  an  house 
to  house  inspection  every  month  in  such  a  manner  as  to  cover  the 
whole  district  four  times  a  year.  This  does  not  include  the  special 
visits  we  make  during  that  time.
